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VHF IN FLORIDA

Most of you are probably aware 
of the effort to organize the state 
of Florida VHF wise for emer- 
gency communication. The East- 


ern Florida section has been di- 
vided into six districts, each of 
which will have an assistant VHF 
PAM. His job will be to organize 
an emergency VHF net in his dis- 
trict. This may be on 50.250, 145. 
345 MC or both. The purpose of 
this net will be to handle emer- 
gency traffic in accordance with 
the state plan. He will set up 
net meeting nights, perhaps once 
a week on the above frequencies. 
We hope to have at least one good 
liason VHF station in each dis- 
trict that is capable of contact- 
ing the liasion VHF station in the 
surrounding districts for transfer 
of traffic from one district to an- 
other. For the present the nets 
will probably meet on the above 
state VHF emergency fre- 
quencies. However the assistant 
VHF PAM may change this fre- 
quency if he feels that his net 
may be causing unnecessary in- 
terference on these frequencies. 
At any rate consideration should 
be given to having at least one 
working frequency for handling 
traffic. 


The Western Florida section 
has announced K4QOJ, Bill Cooey 
as VHF PAM for that section. 
Since I am the VHF PAM for 
Eastern Florida section I will 
work with Bill to integrate the 
two sections. 


All you good VHFers are urged 
to devote a little time each week 
to this worthy cause. Contact 
your assistant VHF PAM and see 
what you can do to help. K4KGB 
has been appointed for district 2 
and W4 MBJ for district 6.

HURRICANE SET REPORT 


Hurricane SET has joined her 
sister, Hurricane Donna, in the 
history books, and we learned a 
lot from both of them. What we 
learned from Donna we put to the 
test in SET. 


Hurricane SET, as an emerg- 
ency exercise was a howling suc- 
cess. She detected some soft spots 
in the Florida AREC plan which 
AREC officials all over Florida 
are already working to beef up. 

And — most encouraging of all 
— she showed that a state-wide 
system of emergency communica- 
tion is not only desirable — it is 
possible and practical. 

It proved that a well-organized 
system of interconnected nets can 
handle a huge volume of traffic 
and have room for much more. 

Probably more operators will 
make BPL or GPL (that’s Gum 
Pounder’s League, for phone traf- 
fic men) in Florida this month 
than any previous month in his- 
tory. The reports are still coming 
in and no accurate count is avail- 
able yet, but indications are that 
SET traffic handled during a 48- 
hour weekend period will total 
more than three thousand mess- 
ages — perhaps closer to five 
thousand. 

VHF CIRCUITS 

One of the brightest spots of 
the whole picture was the per- 
formance of organized VHF nets. 
The central and south Florida 
VHF nets racked up whopping 
totals as they served as local dis- 
tribution systems for a flood of 
traffic dumped into them from 
the HF nets. 

North Florida VHF nets, not so 
fully organized for inter-city 
communications, did yeoman duty 
as local intercom circuits. Especi- 
ally in key cities, they channeled 
a flow of traffic from HF nets to 
other HF nets. 

KEY CITIES 

Key cities in general performed 
pretty well, although there were 
conspicuous vacancies on some 
nets. It took a whale of an or- 
ganizing job and a lot of willing 
operators to do the kind of crush- 
ing duty imposed on Key stations 
48-hour continuous duty on each 
of five nets. 

We learned some things about 
using the key city system. It 
turned out to be more flexible 
than we had counted on in ad- 
vance and most of us failed to 
take full advantage of what they 
could offer. 

W4EHW, team captain for Mi- 
ami’s Net A Key Station, com- 
ments: “One point impresses me 
quite strongly. Key City Stations, 
manned by several operators 
around the clock, should accept 
traffic when it is listed and no 


immediate takers for it. For ex- 
ample, a single-operator station 
in Sebring lists traffic for Home- 
stead and there is no Homestead 
station on the net. Instead of hav- 
ing to wait indefinitely for a 
Homestead station, or go to other 
nets, with the NCS continually 
calling for a Homestead station 
when he is out hunting on other 
nets or working on his own dis- 
aster problem or asleep when the 
Homestead station finally does 
come on, a Key City station could 
take the traffic and be ready to 
pass it when the opportunity ar- 
rives — or to make use of his 
VHF relays. Naturally the Key 
City nearest the destination of 
the traffic would be best.” 

Another suggestion worth keep- 
ing in mind is that single-oper. 
stations in smaller towns pick 
a HF net and stick with it—mak- 
ing it his address. If he can’t keep 
his station on all the time, he 
could check with NCS at intervals 
or on a schedule to pick up traf- 
fic. If he is the only station in 
his city, Key Cities could pass the 
word that ‘Perry traffic is be- 
ing handled on net “C”. And the 
Key City nearest each of these 
stations would always volunteer 
to take their traffic to hold for 
them. 


PRIORITY SYSTEM 

Florida’s unique traffic priority 
system got special attention dur- 
ing SET because in advance, it 
had been the object of more criti- 
cism than any other part of the 
plan. The SECs were under more 
pressure, more of the time, to 
abandon or modify it than any 
other part of the plan. 

As it turned out, the priority 
system was one of the most suc- 
cessful innovations. It was com- 
pletely understood by almost 
every operator. It was correctly 
used on all traffic handled on 
AREC nets. There appeared to be 
almost no mis-classified traffic 
and little or no over-classified 
traffic. 

NCS operators report that dur- 
ing periods of heavy traffic flow 
it was very helpful in giving high 
priority traffic the correct pre- 
cedence. During light traffic it 
was little help because traffic 
was cleared as it was offered. But 
neither was it any hindrance. 

W4CMG, Tallahassee Net A 
Key Station chief rated the pri- 
ority system “the most outstand- 
ing improvement” over the Donna 
operation. He said it expedited 
traffic with extraordinary speed. 
NCS was able to intelligently 
classify traffic and maintain bet- 
ter control over net.” 

NET OPERATION 

Another comment by W4CMG 
seems to sum up the whole pic- 
ture: “all stations in Florida were 


well informed on the AREC plan. 
All traffic was in good form. 
Very little informal traffic was 
passed. 

Florida SKIP, which was the 
principal instrument of publicity 
about the plan, did a stupendous 
job of education in the six or 
eight months prior to the SET. 

W4ACT, EC for Collier Coun- 
ty, commented that the “flood of 
information reaching us in the 
mails was responsible for a big 
percentage of SETs success.” 
CRITICISMS 

Now for the harsh words. 

As we expected, SEC turned up 
some flies in the ointment. And 
the comments to follow are not 
to be taken personally by any- 
body, anywhere, for any reason. 
To benefit from our experience 
with SET we’ve got to look at the 
seamy side as well as the pretty 
side of things. 

Traffic—Many messages like 
the music, kept going round and 
round, but they never came out. 
They were messages for cities 
without a station on the air. In- 
stead of coming to rest at a Key 
Station nearest the destination 
city — as W4EHW suggests — 
they floated from net to net like 
lost souls. Many well-meaning 
operators made a business of 
buzzing from net to net with or- 
for it. Too often, they relayed it 
for it. To often, they relayed it 
to some other net-buzzer and so 
around again. 

Listening periods — Listening 
periods were hardly observed at 
all on any net. 

On phone nets, NCS stood by 
frequently for stations to check 
in — as often as every 10 minutes 
in some cases. However on AM 
some nets, where traffic was be- 
ing handled on the net frequency, 
several messages in a row some- 
times were handled without giv- 
ing other stations an opportunity 
to list other traffic between them. 
On the SSB net, with VOX opera- 
tion, and on cw, where most traf- 
fic was handled off the net fre- 
quency, this was not so much a 
problem. Perhaps listening per- 
iods are not essential. If not, they 
should be stricken from the plan. 
NET A 

Here was one of the two major 
trouble spots. 

West Florida stations generally 
(except Tallahassee) were unable 
to read the NCS who generally 
was located in central or south 
Florida. Western Florida stations 
(again, excepting Tallahassee) 
had trouble breaking the net be- 
cause the NCS couldn’t read them 
well. This was compounded by 
keeping “A” on 3910 too far into 
the daylight hours. 

Because of this, there is rather 
strong sentiment in west Florida 


for operating Net A in two sec- 
tions — one in each section — on 
different frequencies and each 
with its own NCS. The trouble 
with this — as pointed out by 
Bay County EC K4GVV — is that 
FCC can not be expected to clear 
two Florida frequencies. And wit 

five nets, inter-net liaison is al- 
ready a problem. 

The simplest solution, probably, 
is to keep NCS on Net A in the 
area of Gainesville, Ocala, Talla- 
hassee or Jacksonville, and make 
sure he’s running plenty of power. 
NET B 

Net B turned out to be the big- 
best single headache which came 
to light in SET. It suffered all the 
ills of Net A, plus many of its 
own. It was activated late (by 
design, since prio 7 traffic norm- 
ally begins flowing after the 
major disaster has passed). And 
Net Managers were slow to get 
the net started, even after activa- 
tion by the SEC Bulletins. Par- 
ticipation never reached the lev- 
els it reached in other nets. 

There was too little traffic to 
keep Net B properly busy. This 
is a fault to be shouldered joint- 
ly by net management and ECs 
in both sections as well as by the 
SECs. 

A basic flaw appears to be the 
selection of 3900 as the 75-meter 
frequency. To quote K4LOL, in 
Ft. Walton Beach “3900 is an 
absolutely unusable 


frequency. 
It had every sideband station rf 


there from Georgia to California 
and some from a few other coun- 
tries, I guess. We even had trou- 
ble passing traffic from Pensa- 
cola to Panama City — 100 miles. 

K4VND of Pensacola, W. Fla., 
net manager for Net B, reports 
“lack of participation of E. Fla. 
stations especially on 40 and fail- 
ure of E. Florida to supply Net 
Control stations was a _ severe 
handicap. We didn’t get much 
traffic and we couldn’t dispose of 
what we did get.” 

Suggestions for correcting the 
QRM problem include shifting the 
net to 3836 (the W. Fla. Phone 
Net frequency) — which, like 
3910, is a recognized Florida fre- 
quency and was virtually clear 
during much of the time Net B 
was clobbered on 3900. 

Net C apparently performed 
without significant difficulties. 
It lacked W. Fla. participation. 
Although it handled a heavy load 
of traffic, it probably could have 
handled more, except at peak 
periods. 

Net D suffered few problems 
which could not have been solved 
by broader representation. A tot, 
al of 36 Florida stations checke 


in from some two-dozen cities. — 


The load capacity of Net D was 
never approached, even at peak 


« 


periods, provided stations were 
present to handle traffic offered. 
NET F — E. FLA. — 

RTTY RM W4EHU reports “I 
think it went very well consider- 
ing the short time we had to get 
ready. Believe we can have better 

overage of the state before too 
ong. Had a letter for some help 
from a Jax station who is all 
ready to go so that will be a good 
one. We need to drum up some 
West Fla. RTTY Stations. Nary 
a one as yet. I never did hear the 
Macon on Richmond Red Cross on. 
The AREC boys here were real 
impressed with the RTTY and we 
had good liaison with the two 
meter net. I know a lot more than 
I did when I started and I’m sure 
that’s one of the purposes of the 
drill.” 

SUMMARY 

Much work needs to be done to 
improve the state-wide communi- 
cation capabilities of the two A-M 
nets. Perhaps’ several special 
drills over the coming year, to 
find the best state-wide NCS lo- 
cations would help in this respect. 

A new frequency needs to be 
chosen for Net B and permanent 
management should hold regular 
drills perhaps weekly. 

Net C needs to expand its 
West Florida representation. 

RMs, Net Managers and all 
members of Net D need to put on 
a whale of a recruiting campaign 
for Net D to improve state-wide 

verage and participation. QF NS 

eeds more support and some sys- 

tematic way should be found to 
recruit Novices into the Novice 
Hurricane Net. 

Net F will be expanding its 
coverage of the state rapidly as 
more stations — especially in 
northern and western Florida — 
get RTTY gear on the air. 

Net E — All nets need to 
strengthen their tie-in with VHF 
local and semi-regional nets. W. 
Fla. VHF PAM K4QOjJ is already 
working on an extension of the 
state six-meter net into the pan- 
handle. 

Mobiles, working into VHF 
intercom nets, to deliver incoming 
traffic when phones are out, need 
more emphasis. 

Altogether, SET did just what 
it set out to do. It found many of 
our strong points. It showed us 
some unexpected good things we 
can take future advantage of. It 
revealed a few flaws and many, 
many opportunities for improve- 
ment. Most important, perhaps, 
of all, it indicated that we’re on 
the right track and it clearly 
pointed out the directions which 
uture work should take. 73 and

NET OPERATOR NOTES 


1. Listen attentively so when 
it comes your turn to transmit 
you will be able to answer ques- 
tions intelligently. 

2. Talk about what the other 
fellow wants to talk about. Just 
because you don’t like the sub- 
ject is no reason why you should 
not want to change it. 

3. Avoid dull details, unless 
they are specifically asked for, do 
not go into minor details because 
they are boring. 

4. Avoid tripe expressions, like 
after you say something, then 


add “You know what I mean, or 


You know what I am talking 
about.” 

5. Speak in clear precise voice 
so that there is no doubt in any- 
one’s mind what you are saying. 
In other words don’t talk like you 
have your mouth full of mush. 
Attention YLs and XYLs, do not 
talk like Marilyn Monroe, because 
this will not improve your signal. 

6. Ask direct questions instead 
of just hinting for the informa- 
tion you want. 

7. Learn how to disagree with- 
out being disagreeable. In other 
words try not to start arguments 
on the air because you do not 
agree with the other fellow. Say, 
“Sure that is your idea but every- 
one is entitled to their own idea.” 

8. Avoid interrupting. This ap- 
plies to SSB only. When someone 
is telling you something, wait till 
he is done before you break in to 
ask him “how come” or what is 
what,” as this sometimes breaks 
his line of thought. 

9. Try to be tolerant and tact- 
ful, for instance, you call a CQ 
and someone answers you and 
you don’t particularly care to 
continue QSO, be tactful the way 
you end the QSO, and if you have 
a QSO going that you enjoy and 
someone moves close to your fre- 
quency. Look the band over be- 
fore you call a CQ. You may hear 
someone that you would like to 
talk to. This would help to cut 
down on the QRM on the band 
and give the other operator more 
of a chance. 

10 A little praise will always 
help the person you are talking 
to, to remember your station, and 
when they hear you on the air 
they will always call you. In other 
words if they have a nice signal 
— tell them so. If you like his 
modulation tell him so. 

11. Never criticize the other 
fellow’s equipment, unless he asks 
you to. Only then if you consider 
yourself a qualified engineer, for 
it may be the best he can afford. 

12. Don’t brag about your own 
equipment, your signal tells the 
other fellow what he wants to 
know. 

13. Don’t use phonetics except

“The following amateur regula- 
tions are published for your in- 
formation and guidance. Read 
them carefully please.” 


12.152 Restricted operation. (a) 
If the operation of an amateur 
station causes general interfer- 
ence to the reception of trans- 
missions from stations operating 
in the domestic broadcast service 
when receivers of good engineer- 
ing design including adequate se- 
lectivity characteristics are used 
to receive such transmissions and 
this fact is made known to the 
amateur station licensee, the ama- 
teur station shall not be operated 
during the hours from 8 p.m. to 
10:30 p.m., local time, and on 
Sunday for the additional period 
from 10:30 a.m. until 1 p.m., loc- 
al time, upon the frequency or 
frequencies used when the inter- 
ference is created. 


(b) In general, such steps as 
may be necessary to minimize 
interference to stations operating 
in other services may be required 
after investigation by the Com- 
mission.

misunderstanding of call letters.

14. When listening across the 
band and you find someone you 
want to talk to be very careful to 
zero-beat the frequency, wait un- 
til they sign, give their call let 
ters and your call letters.

THE MEANING OF “Q” 


The Quality factor, “Q”, is a 
consideration of great importance 
in all radio circuits capable of 
resonance although it is only of 
recent years that it has been so 
recognized. It is a consideration 
that is mysterious to many ama- 
teurs but really shouldn’t be. 


Simply stated, Q, is the ratio 
of the reactance of a circuit or 
component to the r.f. resistance 
of that same circuit or component. 
As an example, if you had a coil 
which presents a reactance of 
1000 ohms an a resistance of 10 
ohms its Q is 100. When a capaci- 
tor and coil are used in a tuned 
circuit their respective reactances 
becomes equal and opposite as re- 
sonance and Q is then the ratio 
of either one to the total circuit 
resistance. 


The Q of a circuit determines 
its bandwidth (the area in which 
a circuit is in resonance or near 
resonance). Assume that the cir- 
cuit described above with a Q of 
100 is tuned to resonance at 7200 
kilocycles. If a variable frequency 
oscillator is tuned through this 
frequency it will be found that 
the distance between the points on 
either side of resonance where the 
r.f. voltage across the circuit 
drops to half its maximum value 
(—6 db) is 72 kilocycles. (The 
resonant frequency divided by the 
Q of the circuit). In a receiver 
we obviously need a much higher 
Q for practical operation and this 
is usually achieved by the use of 
a number of tuned circuits plus 
electrical and mechanical filters. 


Many factors affect the Q of 
a coil. The ratio of length to dia- 
meter, the size and spacing of 
the wire, nearness to shielding or 
other adjacent objects, and above 
all, the core material. A powder- 
ed iron core will greatly increase 
the inductive reactance without 
adding to the resistance and the 
Q goes up accordingly. When used 
at frequencies below 30mcs. most 
good tuning capacitors have a 
very high Q — above that fre- 
quency, however, losses in the dis- 
trict begin to show up as addi- 
tional r.f. resistance and the Q 
goes down. 

The Q of any circuit may be 
easily derived as shown above and 
bandwidth may be of great use 
in determining components.

THIGE DY PH SA ENT See 


One of the most aggravating 
things that can happen when 
printing an RTTY signal is for 
the machine to get stuck in upper 
case and print a whole string of 
goofy symbols! There are two 
things we can do about this. One 
is to form good habits when send- 
ing from the keyboard or when 
punching tape. Whenever you 
send FIGS be sure to hit the 
LTRS key when finished. At the 
end of every line get in the habit 
of hitting the keys in this order: 
CAR RET, LINE FEED, LTRS. 
This insures that the other fel- 
lows machine hasn’t gotten stuck 
in upper case. For your own ma- 
chine, it may be possible to adjust 
it for an operation known as “un- 
shift on space” which means 


whenever a space-bar signal is 
received, the printer will shift 
from upper case to lower case. 
This will mess you up when re- 
ceiving ball scores, weather sym- 
bols or stock market reports but 
is a life saver for hamband use. 
Don’t let it make you forget to 
send LTRS after sending a num- 
ber just because your machine 
down-shifted. Not everyone else’s 
will! 

The Model 15 and 19 can be 
set for this operation. Open the 
little door just above the key- 
board. You will see a gadget call- 
ed the “T” lever which is an up- 
side-down T. Just below this and 
attached to a tab projecting to- 
ward you from the mechanism is 
the “unshift on space cutout 
lecer.” This lever projects to- 
wards the rear of the typing unit. 
It should be rotated as far to the 
right as possible so as to unhook 
the unshift lever. If the mount- 
ing screw is not too tight, this 
lever can be turned by reaching in 
with your forefinger and pulling 
the back end of the lever to the 
right. See figure 1. If it is too 
tight, remove the typing unit 
from the base and loosen the 
screw. Some printers may not 
have the lever installed, in which

Finally contact was 
made with Vin Hoye, VP5BL in 
Kingston, Jamaica who was anx- 
ious to make the trip . . . mean- 
while every Sunday at 1500Z the 
Florida DX Club freq buzzed with 
the plans and finally the group 
assembled at Lake Placid QTH of 
W4CKB, Bev, who was conned 
into joining the group at that 
time. The Northern contingent by 
this time had grown to three be- 
ing made up of W40MW, who was 
on the Cayman trip in 757, W8- 
FGX, Jake, a veteran of Navassa 
and a top DX’er, W3AYD, Mike 
who is VPBL’s QSL manager. 
Thus there were 6 U.S. and Vin, 
the licensee .. . 

We all assembled in Miami... 
on the night of Sept. 29th with 
Chuck, W4LVV, handling all the 
endless details of collecting the 
shipped gear coming into Miami, 
how he ever arranged the time to 
caddy for all the details we could 
not imagine but let it be known 
that his efforts made it possible 
to get us out of Miami in the best 
possible shape. 

The year was on the British 
West Indies Airways Viscount 
just in time as we nearly missed 
the plane and almost flushed the 
trip at the beginning! Landed on 
Cayman at 10 a.m. and believe it 
or not the first CQ de VP5BL/5 


went out from a 32S-1 via a two 
el Telrex beam at 12:10 p.m. just 
2 hrs. and 10 minutes after ar- 
riving . . . it was answered by 
a VE4 and from there on we 
found out what it was like to be 
“on the other end” ... we were 
now “the hunted” rather than the 
“hunter” ... this was like Field 
day in getting the gear set up, 
antennas up etc., then turned into 
Sweepstakes when we called QRZ 
after the first CQ .. . shortly 
after the KWM-1 was in action on 
15 fone and it worked until the 
band went out in late afternoon. 
Many of the Florida gang was 
heard from on 40 ew that night 
and hostilities were concluded at 
approx. 3 a.m. on 80 cw... at 
5 a.m. we opened up on 40 cw 
again on worked theZL, VK, con- 
tingent as conditions allowed then 
switched to 20 when condx allow- 
ed... at the end of 24 hours a 
full 1700 QSOs had been record- 
ed even with the 2 hours ‘down 
time for sleep. 


At the end of operations many 
things had changed . . . including 
the call from VP5BL/5 to VP- 
5BH inasmuch as Vin had to re- 
turn to Jamaica early and much 
to our pleasure Sparky had sud- 
denly been able to cut short his 
trip and was on hand to help us 
with the assembling of the beam 
and antennas and when Vin left 
we started using his eall. 

All logs had been filled! A lit- 
tle over 4000 QSO’s were record- 
ed and 60 countries worked — 
even a few on 80 cw from Europe! 

Complexions had changed to 
the sunburned West Indies maho- 
gany that is so distinctipe ... 
some barracuda had been caught 
and much swiming was enjoyed 

. not by QSO’s alone does one 
live on such a trip. 

Our host at the Bayview Hotel 
was Burns Ruddy, a U. of Miami 
grad and what a host! He turned 
the entire hotel over to us for 
radio . .. gave us the use of his 
hired help whenever we needed 
them and had a genuine DX sta- 
tion right in the lobby of his hotel 
—he never tired of sitting along 
with the phone rig and got a big 
kick out of the whole proceeding 
... . even appeared as if he 
might start towards getting his 
own VP5 ticket! 

I personally worked some of the 
Jax fellows on 40 and 20 and in- 
asmuch as I had to return early 
for reasons of work I had the 
pleasure of working the boys 
from the home QTH. 

Inasmuch as we have had all 
the necessary shots and vaccina- 
tions for trips of this type we 
see no reason why we shouldn’t 
get started on the next one and 
from the early talk you can rest 
assured that another such trip

RANDOM OBSERVATIONS 
ON SET 
by Alachua EC 


Local interest was high and eyi- 
dently thru out Fla. Due to lack 
f any centralized communica- 
ions center in Gainesville, the 
most apropriate stations were de- 
signated to participate in nets in 
which they customarily operated. 
The SSB net had two stations 
which they customarily operated. 
The SSB net had two stations 
which operated alternately, and 
one of these two stations operated 
RTTY when possible. 

One station with six meter 
equipment acted as base station 
for two six meter mobiles who 
were dispatched with copies of 
messages and also radioed back 
replies, or originated appropriate 
messages. The base station of 
course telephoned these to the net 
stations. 

The EC operated in Net Nr. 1 
and was NCS from 12:15 to 1500 
EST on Oct. 7, during this period 
another amateur assisted with 
logging and the land line. 

In the opinion of this EC the 
QSY from 3910ke to 7295 ke was 


about 2 hrs too late (12:30 p.m.) 
and the QSY back to 3910 was 
also about two hours late. Two 
stations, one and XYL used up 
40 minutes of net time around 
1700 which would have taken less 
than 10 minutes on 3910 at that 
time. 


At this QTH the Russian jam- 
mer on 7295 and recently a Rus- 
sian AM station on 7290 appear 
with great regularity shortly 
after 1600 EST. 


Since SSB has infested 75 al- 
most solidly between 3900 and 
4000, the net on 3910 at night 
was practically jammed. It was 
noticed on Saturday night that 
3900 was far less beset with SSB 
than 3910 and traffic was over- 
flowing with less less difficulty. 


My conclusion is that due to the 
jammer and SSB QRM that lower 
frequencies in both bands should 
be selected for Net Nr. 1. 


Net managers should instruct 
the NCS when to QSY to another 
band. 

The actual traffic activity of 
stations in this county was meag- 
er compared to what we had an- 
ticipated. 78, W4ZZZ.

Two big events this past month 
marked the growth of SSB in 
Florida.

The next event was, of course, 
the S.E.T. Again the FSEN did 
an outstanding job in spite of 
many difficulties. Being a drill, 
many of our operators were not 
able to remain on the net during 
the whole weekend and some of 
our normal out-of-state contacts 
were not available. This present- 
ed difficulties in handling traffic 
that would not normally appear 
during an actual emergency. In 
any event, it was successful and 
educational test with a good load 
of traffic. There were instances 
of non-delivery and long time de- 
lays in delivery but in general 
traffic was handled with ease and 
dispatch. For instance in my own 
experience two things stand out; 
the handling of 8q messages in 
8 minutes with W4ARV in Miami 
and the fact that in no case did 
I ever have to hold a message 
more than 20 minutes before it 
handled on the net. There is still 
great room for improvement but 
I personally consider the W4OVE, 
and his NCS stations did a fine 
job. 


BANNED COUNTRIES 


As a member of the Interna- 
tional Telecommunications Union, 
the U.S. is bound by ITU agree- 
ments. One item in the most re- 
cent conference agreement (At- 
lantic City, 1947) provides that 
“radio communications between 
amateur stations of different 
countries shall be forbidden if the 
administration of one of the 
countries concerned has notified 
that it objects to such radio com- 
munications.” 


At the time of writing, several 
countries had notified the Inter- 
national Telecommunications 
Union office at Geneva, Switzer- 
land, that they forbid communi- 
eation between their amateur 
stations and amateur stations in 
other countries. These objecting 
countries are listed below. 


The FCC notification that U.S. 
hams may not communicate with 
these named countries is simply 
a matter of fulfilling conference 
agreements. The Commission is 


not being arbitrary; it has no 
choice in the matter. The United 
States has no basic objection to 
our amateurs communicating with 
any country; but these particular 
countries have forbidden their 
amateurs to communicate with 
others, and the U.S. is bound to 
observe their wishes. The fact 
that you may hear amateurs in 
these countries operating in vio- 
lation of their own laws does 
not make it permissable for us to 
violate international agreement 
by working them.

BASIC FIRST AID 
(Automobile Accidents) 


Prepared by the American Na- 
tional Red Cross in cooperation 
with the American Automobile 
Association. 


1. Do not move an injured per- 
son, unless there is immediate 
danger. If you must move him 
pull him by the feet or shoulders 
while others support the trunk 
and head, do not roll or twist the 
body. 


2. Stop bleeding by pressing 
against the wound with a clean 
cloth, hold until bleeding stops. 


3. If victim is unconscious, 
even temporarily, suspect head 
injury. Keep him quiet, if you 
move him keep him horizontal. 


4. Shock is present in most in- 
juries, keep victim lying down, 
comfortable, watch those who in- 
sist on walking about. 


5. Burns are wounds, exclude 
air to relieve pain, cover with 
clean cloths. 


6. Stoppage of breath, com- 
press and expand the size of 
chest alternately clear mouth and 
throat and keep them clear. 


7. Chest injuries limit motion 
of chest, place wide strip of cloth 
snugly around lower ribs, do not 
tighten. 


8. Fractures, keep _ broken 
bone ends from moving, keep 
joints above and below broken 
ends from moving. 


9. Call police as soon as pos- 
sible.

FOR THE RECORD 
SCMs CORNER 


I have heard much discussion 
concerning myself and the things 
that I stand for some of which 
have been very much distorted in 
the telling and retelling. I have 
been misquoted (or misunder- 
stood) to the extent that I be- 
lieve it is time to clarify my gen- 
eral attitude as SCM. 

I firmly believe that — : 

All radio amateurs that love 
their hobby and wish to do some- 
thing toward its’ perpetuation 
join the only existing organiza- 
tion that has the power, and uses 
it effectively, to continually pre- 
sent our cause in its’ best light, 
through effectively, to continu- 
ally present our cause in its’ best 
light, through factual evidence 
of our value to the general pub- 
lic and to the government, to the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission, that arm of the govern- 
ment which exercises control over 
all communications. 


One of the most effective ways 
to demonstrate our value to those 
concerned, is to become part of 
the Amateur Radio Emergency 
Corps, taking an active part, with 
a real interest in providing the 
government and the public with 
ihe best communications posible, 
for use during emergency condi- 
tions. 

All radio amateurs, regardless 
of their normal day by day inte- 
rests in their hobby, provide 
themselves with the knowledge 
and ability needed that will en- 
able them to be of maximum as- 
sistance on emergency nets when 
they are needed. This means that 
they should be intimately ac- 
quainted with the operation of 
nets and that they should keep 
themselves ready to be able to 
handle the large volume of mess- 
age traffic encountered during 
most emergencies. Not only is 
experience needed to achieve this 
but practice is necessary to keep 
ability acquired in the past at the 
desired level. A close acquaint- 
ance with current traffic outlets 
and with the current AREC 
emergency plan is also a must 
if one is to be most useful. By 
this, I do mean that all amateurs 
should be dyed-in-the-wool traf- 
fic handlers. 

That all amateurs should be 
active to some degree in one of 
the phases of amateur radio, 
sponsored by ARRL, that con- 
tributes directly ‘to the support 
of amateur radio. This provides 
the ammunition needed by ARRL 
to fight the continuous battle to 
preserve our hobby and protect 
it from the incursions of interests 
who have their eyes on our fre 


quencies. ARRL Headquarters 
provides regular information to 
the FCC showing our activities 
as an organized group. Various 
appointments are available upon 
application to your SCM, provid- 
ing you meet the requirements 
outlined in ARRL publications, 
which give you the opportunity to 
participate in this manner. All 
of these appointments require the 
submission of monthly reports 
and this is the information that is 
used by ARRL Headquarters to 
present the overall picture to the 
FCC. 


The right of any amateur to 
pursue the phase of the hobby 
which he enjoys the most is invio- 
late. This applies equally to all 
modes of amateur communica- 
tions, to the rag-chewer, to the 
experimenter, to the traffic hand- 
ler, to the DXer — well, you name 
it. Please permit me to make this 
direct honest statement without 
any reservations what-so-ever; 
“Both Personally and as SCM, 
I Do Not Favor Any Particular 
Radio Amateur Activity Nor Do I 
Have any Leanings Toward Any 
Radio Organization Except — 
ARRL.” I do, however, continu- 
ally stress, in the interests of 
amateur radio, that ALL ama- 
teurs put aside a small portion 
of their hobby time for doing 
something in the public service 
and to support the ARRL in its’ 
fight to protect the privileges 
we now enjoy as radio amateurs. 

This hobby that we have adopt- 
ed be kept in its’ proper place in 
our normal daily lives and that it 
not be permitted to interfere with 
our responsibility as good citi- 
zens. A hobby is supposed to be 
something that gives us pleasure, 
relaxation, a change from the 
necessary chores connected with 
daily living, something that per- 
mits us to forget for a while the 
cares and worries which we en- 
counter. If you agree with this 
concept perhaps you can explain 
why, in many instances, this hob- 
by is permitted to cause feelings 
to exist that should be confined 
to a rough session of the United 
Nations Assembly or, if you 
wish, the battle of making a liv- 
ing. I believe that we all have 
had occasion to witness behavior 
between amateurs, in the pursuit 
of their hobby, that is far from 
being exemplory. 

There are probably many points 
that I have left uncovered at this 
time. If there are any doubts re- 
maining as to my position please 
write — at any time — and [ 
shall do my best to clarify further 
in future columns.

tiffs Exhibit “A”. 

38. That at all times herein 
mentioned, plaintiff was and still 
is the owner and in possession of 
the premises located at 617 North 
“P” Street, in the City of Pen- 
sacola, County of Escambia and 
State of Florida. 


4. That on or about June 12, 
1961, plaintiff received a tele- 
phone call from a person unknown 
to him but who stated he was a 
police officer calling from the 
Police Department of the City of 
Pensacola informing plaintiff 
that if he again used his licensed 
amateur radio station, particular- 
ly for transmission, he would be 
arrested by the City of Pensacola. 
That plaintiff asked the person 
telephoning him for his identity 
and that the person initiating the 
telephone call refused to reveal 
himself. That shortly thereafter 
plaintiff called the Police Depart- 
ment of the City of Pensacola, 
related the circumstances of the 
previous call and asked if the 
call was from the Pensacola Po- 
lice Department and he was told 
that it was and the earlier con- 
versation was confirmed by the 
speaker at the Police Department 
who also refused to give plain- 
tiff his name. 


That -plaintiff is, and at all 
times herein concerned was, the 
holder of a duly issued amateur 
radio licenses from the Federal 
Communications Commission by 
virtue of which he is authorized 
and entitled to have, maintain 
and operate an amateur radio sta- 
tion for the transmitting and re- 
ceiving of radio messages. 


5. That on or about June 22, 
1961,at about 8:30 o’clock P.M. 
Luther W. Ingram and Elmer A. 
Powell, as Police Officers em- 
ployed by and in the service of 
the City of Pensacola, came to 
the door of the outbuilding which 
is on the premises located at 617 
North “P” Street in the City of 
Pensacola, County of Escambia, 
Florida, and which is used by the 
plaintiff to house his amateur 
radio station, and the said defend- 
ants or one of them demanded to 
see the plaintiff’s amateur radio 
license and when the plaintiff 
questioned the authority and jur- 
isdiction of the said defendants 
to make such a demand and asked 
them if they had a warrant to 


come upon his premises the one ° 


Police Officer defendant pointed 
to his own person saying, “This 
is my warrant.” The plaintiff 
turned to get his amateur radio 
station license and when he did 
this said Police Officer defend-

ant came on into the building and 
when the plaintiff again asked 
him his authority to be and re- 
main on the premises and in the 
building the said Police Officer 
told him he was under arrest. 


6. That defendants, Luther W. 
Ingram and Elmer A. Powell, as 
said Police Officers, beginning at 
or about 8:33 o’clock P.M. on or 
about June 22, 1961, maliciously, 
wrongfully, unlawfully, and with- 
out process or commitment or le- 
gal authority of any kind what- 
soever and without information 
from any person that plaintiff 
had committed any criminal of- 
fense, arrested plaintiff and with 
unnecessary force and violence 
manhandled and dragged him up- 
on and away from the before 
mentioned premises, forced him 
with excessive violence into a 
Police Department automobile, 
and conveyed him to the Police 
Building of the City of Pensacola 
where he was imprisoned until he 
could secure his release upon 
posting an appearance bond. 

7. That defendants, Luther W. 
Ingram and Elmer A. Powell, as 
Police Officers employed by and 
in the service of the defendant 
City of Pensacola, over the re- 
monstrance of plaintiff at the 
time of his arrest, refused to per- 
mit plaintiff to lock the doors of 
his residence. 

WHEREFORE, plaintiff sues 
the defendants and demands 
judgement for his damages in the 
sum of $25,000.00, plus all costs 
incurred in this cause, and de- 
mands trial by jury of all issues 
so triable.
